During my visit with you in early August you requested that I 
attempt to obtain for you a map which would show lack of radar cover- 
age over the United States at 4-5,000 and 60,000 feet. I have dis- 
cussed this matter with General Partridge. He feels that it would 
be unrealistic to give you such a map because, under certain condi- 
tions, almost all of the area of the United States is covered at 
45,000 feet and no guarantee of non-coverage can be given at all 
at 60,000 feet. You should assume that sooner or later you are 
going to be picked up wherever you fly and arrangements should be 
made accordingly .
